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The W. C. Hunt Holstein Farm 


EVEN miles from the city of 
Syracuse, in the heart of the 
alfalfa country, with an interurban 
electric line running right by the door, 
two good, wide-awake villages but 
one mile distant on either side, and a 
state road under process of construc- 
tion to the Syracuse pavement, Mr. 
W. C. Hunt has a location leaving little 
to be desired. This farm of 300 acres 
has a mile frontage on the main road 
from Syracuse to Cazenovia by way 
of Fayetteville and Manlius, being mid- 
way between the two latter villages. 
The day of my visit Mr. Hunt was 
right in the midst of harvesting his 
oats and his second cutting of alfalfa. 
Seventy-five acres of it are grown on 
the place, with an average of about 
three and a half tons of mow-cured 
hay per acre. This year the average 
will be close to four tons. This will 
mean that Mr. Hunt will be able to sell 
150 tons, and still have over a hundred 
tons left to feed. This will bring in a 
revenue of over $3000.00 as first cut- 
ting alfalfa is now selling for $20, 
and the second and third at an ad- 
vanced price. We would call particu- 
lar attention to the photographs of 
the Hunt alfalfa fields in connection 
with this article. The field with the 
hay in cocks was cut first this year 
June 10th. August 11th, the day of 
my visit the third cutting on this field 
stood way above my knees and was 
the grandest sight of its kind I have

ever seen. Not a weed was in sight ov- 
er the whole expanse— just a deep, 
rich, alfalfa green—a delight to the 
eye. Mr. Hunt is a very thorough far- 
mer, and with such responsive land, 
intelligent care is amply rewarded. Mr. 
Hunt makes use of a nine-year rota- 
tion, which to the man unaccustomed 
to alfalfa farming, may look like a 
poor system. Here is the way it works 
out. Five-years of the nine are de- 
voted to alfalfa; one to oats and seed- 
ing, the alfalfa being sown thus, with- 
out special preparation or inoculation. 
No other grass is grown on the farm, 
except for pasture. Two bushels of 
oats per acre are sown as a nurse 
crop, and ordinarily returns a yield of 
about 50 bushels per acre. Mr. Hunt 
showed me one field from which the 
oats had just been removed. There 
was almost a perfect mat of young 
alfalfa coming on—it never fails to 
catch. This, so Mr. Hunt said, will be 
knee high by fall, but is not cut the 
first year. The second year only two 
cuttings are taken off, each being 
allowed to become quite ripe before 
harvesting which is supposed. to 
strengthen the roots, and make the 
succeeding growth more satisfactory. 
The third cutting the first year is al- 
lowed to go back on ‘the ground, The 
other four years all three cuttings are 
harvested. Many’ people have a mis- 
apprehension as to the proper time to 
cut alfalfa. “Disregard the blossom,”

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said Mr. Hunt, “and look for the little 
shoots at the base of the stalk. As 
soon as these appear, the crop is ready 
to harvest. If it is cut before the 
shoots appear, the next cutting will 
not start up immediately, and weeds 
and thus given a chance to make head- 
way.” This idea Mr. Hunt demonstrat- 
ed to us, the little shoots being very 
easily discernable on one field where 
the harvest had been delayed by the 
wet weather. After the alfalfa has. 
been cut five seasons it is plowed, and 
corn is grown two years; then a crop 
of roots or cabbage, after which fol- 
lows the seeding and then around the 
circle again. 

A part of the farm is planted to 
fruit—berries, grapes, cherries, etc., 
and these likewise are given scientific 
care, and return a good profit. An 
acre of asparagus netted over $170 this 
year. Altogether, so Mr. Hunt stated, 
his income from products sold off the 
farm, exclusive of dairy products, to- 
talled from $2,000 ‘to $4,000 per year. 
This, however, is to be regarded as

business. A splendid market for the 
milk is available; about: half of the 
product is bottled and brings five cents 
per quart delivered at the trolley sta- 
tion (just across the road}.

This 
bull was owned jointly by Mr. Hunt 
and Mr. H. C. Swartout for over two 
years, Mr. Swartout also owning a 
half interest in King Pontiac Jewel.

The unfortunate fact in con- 
nection with King McKinley Walker 
is that he has been in a small herd 
where he has had absolutely no op- 
portunity for development through his 
offspring. Mr. Hunt, however, was 
remarkably impressed with their uni- 
formity, and finally purchased a pair 
of youngsters along with their sire, 
“just for samples.” They are very 
superior individuals with especially 
well placed bag and teats. The bull 
himself is an individual of merit as 
the accompanying snap shot shows. It 
will be noted that he is very square 
puilt, and well set up. He is good at 
poth: ends and in the middle. His 
yeiis and rudimentaries are worthy 
of special mention. Wea predict a 
good future for him in the Hunt herd. 
Mr. Hunt takes pride in submitting 
the following letter from Mr. H. A. 
Moyer, who bred King McKinley Walk- 
er. “I have just received the photo- 
graph of King McKinley Walker which 
looks good to me. He sure will make a 
great sire. I do not believe there is 
a bull living today that has more of 
the Milla’s Pietertje Netherland blood 
than he has.”

If you will stop and 
consider what the Pontiacs have done 
for the breed, you will realize more 
strongly perhaps the importance of 
their discovery, and that feat must be 
credited to W. C. Hunt, who in 1903 
brought several carloads of heifers— 
daughters of Pontiac Korndyke and 
Hengerveld De Kol—from Pontiac, 
Michigan, to Village Farms. A num-

a part of them being sold to Stevens 
Brothers, at Lacona, and a few went 
on up into the north country to E. H. 
Dollar’s herd. To Mr. Hunt must go 
the credit not only for bringing the 
first Pontiacs east, but for proving 
their quality by official tests as well. 
It was in the Village Farm herd that 
Pontiac Jewel (grandam of the pres- 
ent Hunt herd sire), Pontiac Clothilde 
De Kol, Pontiac Calypso, Pontiac Plei- 
one ‘and Pontiac Rag Apple first 
showed their outstanding merit, com- 
bining with.Winana Pietertje De Kol, 
Aaggie Topsy De Kol and Rowena 
Maid 2d’s B., to make the Village 
Farm herd the leading money winner 
for 1903-4, with a total of $208.00 in 
prize money. It is likewise true that 
the Village Farm Herd had more cows 
in the prize list (including prize win- 
ners and those debarred by the rule 
of limitation) than any other firm; 
in fact, lacked but one of having as 
many as any two others, 

In 1905 the Village Farm and herd 
was sold to Stevens Bros.-Hastings Co., 
and Mr. Hunt accepted a position as 
manager for the Pierce Land & Stock 
Company, which maintained a herd 
of about 400 head at Stockton, Cal. 
Here, under Mr. Hunt’s supervision, 
Alcartra Polkadot made the first 29- 
lb. record ever completed on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Upon the dispersal of the 
Riverside herd in 1907, Mr. Hunt re- 
turned to the East, purchasing a small 
farm near Fayetteville. The present 
location was secured in 1911, it having 
been for some years a Guernsey farm. 

Mr. Hunt is building on solid prin- 
ciples. His herd as a dairy proposi-

A Journey Among the Southwestern New York Breeders 


O US who have long taken it for 

granted that the center of the 
Holstein industry is located in the vici- 
nity of Syracuse or Lacona or some- 
where in the Madison-Chenango dis- 
trict, it is an interesting revelation to 
discover the class of herds and the 
sort of breeders that may be found in 
a day’s drive through Southwestern 
New York. The special purpose of 
my recent tour of this district was to 
gain a general idea of its leading Hol- 
stein establishments that are making 
history for the breed at the present 
time. Leaving homey last Thursday 
morning it was my pleasure to spend 
the afternoon of that day and the two 
days following in the midst of con- 
ditions that testify most emphatically 
to the profit-producing capacity of the 
Holstein cow. New barns were every- 
where in evidence, farms were well 
tilled, dwelling houses were neat and 
attractive. In short, working conditions 
and living conditions were such as to 
give the tourist a very favorable im- 
pression of the country, 

Of my brief visit at Mr. Cabana’s 
farm Thursday afternoon, it is not 
necessary for me to say very much 
because Mr. Prescott, in a recent ar- 
ticle, gave a description of the Pine 
Grove Farm establishment in consid- 
erable detail. However, it may be 
mentioned that a new farm has lately 
been added to the Cabana estate which 
means increased capacity for Holstein 
cattle and continued expansion of the 
Cabana Holstein interests which have 
already assumed colossal proportions. 
Official tests are constantly in prog- 
ress at Pine Grove with such results 
as are indicated by the fact that Fair- 
view Pontiac Rag Apple, a daughter

the onslaughts of private interests is 
illustrated by the work of the Commit- 
tee on Conservation of Natural Re- 
sources, under the chairmanship of 
the Hon. Charles M. Dow, for many 
years the head of the Board of Com- 
missioners of the State Reservation at 
Niagara.

Present Status of Investigations of Foot and Mouth Disease 


A Lecture Given to the Economic Society of the Kingdom of Saxony 


in Dresden by Professor 


ITH great pleasure I respond to 

the invitation to give an ad- 
dress before the Economic Society of 
the Kingdom of Saxony on the present 
status of the investigations on foot- 
and-mouth disease, because all the 
members of this Society are men who 
have a special interest in the weal 
and woe of the agricultural in- 
dustry. Among the worst  cal- 
amities of agriculture are to be 
reckoned the animal diseases. Among 
them, next to tuberculosis, foot-and- 
mouth} disease is the most important, 
because it very suddenly and unex- 
pectedly attacks herds of cattle, swine, 
and sheep and causes very heavy losses 
to the owners. The losses have been 
estimated in terms of adult cattle at 
100 marks ($25) per head. In for- 
midable movements this plague has 
devastated Germany and its neighbors. 
Just before 1900 it cost Germany hun- 
dreds of millions (marks). In 1910, 
though it had been stamped out of 
Germany for some years it was intro- 
duced from Russia anew, and, favored 
by commercial activities, it acquired 
unforeseen momentum and quickly 
spread all over Germany. Attempts 
were made to control it py the killing 
of sick animals; but these efforts were 
in many ways of no avail. 

The Secretary of Interior has ex- 
pressed himself concerning this situ- 
ation, in reply to an inquiry in the 
Reichstag, as follows: “According to 
my information, the accuracy of which 
I am not able to verify in detail, mil- 
lions were spent in the Netherlands, 
in order to protect their very valuable 
herds through complete destruction 
of the herds first infected. They have 
been compelled to abandon this, how- 
ever, because the measures failed in 
the end against ever-recurring out- 
breaks of the disease and because it 
became impossible to meet the result- 
ing cost. In Prussia we have also tried 
to stop the spread of the disease 
through the slaughter of entire herds 
in which the disease first appeared, 
as was done, for example, in the Schle- 
swig marshes. But here, just as in the 
Netherlands, this means brought no 
lasting success.” 

Likewise the second means, the 
strict carrying out of police and veter- 
inary restrictions, while very frequent- 
ly it has brought good results, has not 
prevented the spread of the disease.

On this account one must turn to 
science. From it we expect new wea- 
pons for the fight against the disease. 
The bacteriological investigations un- 
der Robert Koch’s’ guidance have 
taught that it is possible successfully 
to fight human diseases which had 
previously baffled men. The success- 
ful combat was based on a knowledge 
of the causal agent, and on a ctudy 
of the nature of its life processes. The 
valuable hygienic exhibition here in 
Dresden in 1911 impressed upon the 
people generally this method of at- 
tack. In 1896, scientific investigations 
were begun on the foot-and-mouth di- 
sease for the Empire and for Prussia. 
At first, as in the case of human di- 
sease, the main interest centered in 
the causal agent. The causal agent is 
found in sick animals in the vesicles 
in the mouth, upon the tongue, the 
hoofs and the udder. With the clear, 
colorless, or slightly yellow liquid con- 
tained in the vesicles the disease was 
transmitted. .to susceptible animals. Ac- 
cordingly the first efforts were direct- 
ed towards finding the causal agent in 
this lymph. Numerous investigators 
using microscopes or culture media re- 
vealed organisms in !t which were pro- 
claimed as causes of the disease. 
Some described round and rod shaped 
forms of various kinds, others regard- 
ed some of the smallest living things 
belonging to the lowest forms of the

animal kindom as the causal agents. 

It was even claimed that inoculation 
of susceptible animals with the pure 
cultures of these forms reproduced 
this disease. The investigations of 
Dr. Siegel, a practicing physician of 
Berlin, have attracted especial atten- 
tion. At first he designated as the 
causal agent a bacterium, later an ex- 
tremely small protozoan form with one 
recognizable flagellum, calling it cytor- 
rhyctes. More recently he _  pro- 
claimed cocci which he calied cytor- 
rhyctes cocci as the true causal agents. 
That none of these organisms can be 
the causal agent of foot-and-mouth di- 
sease was shown by a new observa- 
tion I made in collaboration with 
Frosch. 

When one takes the contents of a 
fresh vesicle in which, by microscopic 
examination, or by staining, or by cul- 
ture methods, no micro-organisms can 
be demonstrated, and _ dilutes this 
lymph with water and then passes it 
through a filter which holds back the 
smallest of the known bacteria, if the 
filtrate retains its complete infectious- 
ness it must accordingly contain the 
casual agent of the disease. The small- 
est micro-organisms, as for example, 
the influenza bacilli, which are from 
1-2000 to 1-1000 mm. long, would be 
completely held back by such a filter. 
The causal agent of foot-and-mouth 
disease must therefore be very much

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smaller. If it were only one-fifth the 
size of these rods, according to the cal- 
culations of Professor Abbe in Jena, 
its form could not be seen distinctly 
even with the aid of the best micro- 
scopes. The discovery of the filtia- 
bility of the casual agent of foot-and- 
mouth disease has been of the highest 
scientific significance. It has been dem- 
onstrated through later investigations 
that more than 35 important infectious 
diseases of animals and man are like- 
wise able to pass through such filters, 
which hold back the smallest bacteria. 
Among such diseases are small-pox, 
rabies, epidemic infantile paralysis, 
yellow fever, rinderpest, fowl pest, and 
hog cholera. The causal agents of all 
these diseases are so extremely small 
that either they cannot be seen with 
the strongest magnifications or they 
appear as tiny little points which it is 
not possible to distinguish from the 
numerous little particles always pres- 
ent in all organic substances. 

The demonstration of the causal 
agent of all of these diseases, with 
the microscope, is therefore out of 
the question. The demonstration of the 
presence of the causal agent in any 
such material can be made only 
through artificial inoculation. Recent- 
ly the artificial multiplication of the 
causal organisms in a number of these 
diseases has been successfully pro- 
duced. For example, the causal agent 
of fowl pest was cultivated in 
fowl blood, which was smeared over 
nutrient agar. However, the causal 
organism grew only when the blood 
contained fresh, unchanged red blood 
corpuscles. 

Now Siegel has claimed that out of 
blood from animals sick with foot- 
and-mouth disease he has succeeded 
in cultivating extremely small cocci, 
which at first grew only upon a sub- 
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strate containing blood, but later also 
grew upon nutrient agar. If these lit- 
tle cocci were the cause of foot-and- 
mouth. disease, then the disease could 
be reproduced artificially by inocula- 
tion with them. Siegel asserted fur- 
ther that hogs and cattle inoculated 
with such cultures had displayed the 
appearances of the disease. However, 
the changes which he has observed 
upon the mucous membranes of the 
inoculated animals did not have the 
typical appearance of foot-and-mouth 
disease. Animals which have recov- 
ered from foot-and-mouth disease are 
immune from reinfection. Animals 
which had been inoculated with Sieg- 
el’s cultures, when they were later 
brought in contact with animals sick 
with foot-and-mouth disease, acquired 
that disease. Accordingly they were 
not immune. Recently a thorough test- 
ing of Siegel’s cultures was conducted 
at the Imperial Health Office by Oster- 
tag. A series of sound animals, part 
of which were pregnant, were injected 
with the cultures. The animals became 
ill with evidence of severe fever, but 
not with typical foot-and-mouth di- 
sease. The severity of the infection 
was shown by the fact that the preg- 
nant animals aborted. After an in- 
terval of three weeks, the time re- 
quired for the appearance of immuni- 
ty, this entire group of animals was 
infected with lymph from fresh vesi- 
cles. This lymph was without effect on 
animals which had gone through foot- 
and-mouth disease and had thereby 
become immune. The entire group 


of animals previously treated with the 
Siegel cultures became just as prompt- 
ly and typically ill with foot-and-mouth 
disease as did the control animals 
which had received no previous treat- 
ment.

cause of foot-and-mouth disease, 

The question as to whether the virus 
of foot-and-mouth disease can be cul- 
tivated is as yet unsolved. 

The causal agent has not been 
found. It does not make any essential - 
difference whether the causal agent 
is recognizable or not. It is, however, 
important that opportunities for study- 
ing its vital properties are at hand. 
We are in a position to fight a large 
number of diseases with good results 
without seeing the causal organism, 
because we have been able to investi. 
gate the action of such unseen causal 
organisms. 

From the abundant store of our 
knowledge of the behavior of the caus- 
al agent, a few of the more striking 
facts may be given briefly. It has been 
ascertained that the virus is dis- 
charged from the sick animal wherey- 
er vesicles appear. It is not thrown off 
in the feces or in the urine. However, 
it occurs in the milk of sick cows. It 
can be transferred to animals by feed- 
ing the virus and also by rubbing the 
virus into the wounded mucous 
membrane of the mouth. It is 
transmitted with difficulty through 
simple inoculation into the skin and 
is transmitted only by infection under 
the skin when very virulent. It is eas- 
ily transmitted by direct infection in- 
to the blood and into the muscles. 
Natural infection occurs almost ex- 
clusively through the mouth. In the 
stable the transfer from the sick ani- 
mals to the healthy ones occurs either 
through the food which is soiled with 
the content of the vesicles, or by mi- 
nute particles sprayed into the air by 
the smacking of the lips of the sick 
animal and then taken in through the 
mouth by the sound animal. The 
transfer to distant herds is accom- 
plished as a rule by fine particles of 
infectious material adhering to the 
persons, animals, or implements which 
came in contact with the liquid thrown 
off from the vesicles. 

After recovering from the disease 
a few animals, more especially youn3 
individuals, harbor living and virulent 
disease germs for a considerable time 
upon the mucous membrane of the 
mouth. From such carriers the causal 
agent may be transmitted to suscepti- 
ble animals by close contact, as for 
example by licking. As a general rule, 
the infectious agent disappears with 
the healing of the vesicle. Exposure 
to drying twenty-four hours at sum- 
mer temperature destroys the infec- 
tion. Kept cool, dark, and in moist 
condition, it remains alive as a rule 
several weeks, ocasionally for months. 
It withstands strong applications of 
carbolic acid, up to one per cent with-' 
out being damaged by contact for 
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some weeks. However, it is readily 
destroyed by the application of five 
per cent to six per cent carbolic acid 
or lysol, four per cent formalin, O. 
I. per eent of corrosive sublimate, 
one per cent sulphuric or phosphoric 
acids, by chlorid of lime and so forth. 
It is destroyed by heating up to 80 de 
grees Centigrade (176 degrees F.) or 
by a temperature of 60 degrees (140 
degrees F.) maintained five minutes. 
Milk, therefore, can be freed from it 
by simply pasteurizing it at 80 degrees 
C. Its destruction is easily accom- 
plished in manure into which it may 
have been introduced from the vesicles 
if the manure is packed according to 
the following instructions: The in- 
fected manure is covered with a layer 
of uninfected horse manure or of 
straw and this covered with a four- 
inch layer of earth. In a few days a 
temperature of over 60 degrees C. 
will have been attained. 

It is rare that with us adult animals 
die from foot-and-mouth disease, but 
the mortality among young animals, 
calves, pigs and lambs is high. In pigs 
there occur pronounced changes in 
the heart muscle, in which appear 
small, light yellow stripes or spots. A 
severe form of foot-and-mouth disease 
of cattle prevails at times, in which 
a higher per cent, even up to fifty per 
cent, of the adult sick animals die. 
In these animals alwo similar severe 
heart changes may be observed. 

After animals recover from the di- 
sease they are immune; that is, for 
a period amounting to a number of 
years they do not contract the disease 
if exposed to a new infection. Only 
rarely animals contract the disease 
a second time if exposed to it a few 
months after the first sickness. The 
immunity of an animal which has re- 
covered from an attack depends up- 
on products which are formed in its 
tissues and which render the infection 
harmless. These substances can be 
demonstrated in the blood of such an 
animal by injecting into a healthy ani- 
mal a mixture containing enough vi- 
rulent lymph to certainly produce 
disease and a certain amount of the 
blood serum or liquid squeezed out 
from the clotted blood of an immune 
animal. The dose of lymph can be 
standardized so as just to make an 
animal sick. There is a lymph which 
will do this when 1-100,000 c. c. is in- 
jected into the blood. As a rule it re- 
quires 1-20,000 c. c. to accomplish this. 
The animal injected as mentioned 
above with a mixture of lymph and 
blood serum of an immune animal 
does not become ill because the anti- 
bodies contained in the blood serum 
make the virus ineffective. The 
amount of antibodies present in the se- 
Tum of immune animals is quite 
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variable. Ordinarily is present in on- 
ly moderate amounts. Since the pre- 
sence of the antibodies was experi- 
mentally demonstrated in the serum 
of animals which had recovered from 
the disease, many attempts have been 
made to influence favorably the course 
of the disease in animals recently at- 
tacked or to protect animals threat- 
ened by infection by injecting serum 
of immune animals. These investiga- 
tions have not led to promising re- 
sults because the quantity of the anti- 
bodies in the serum of the recovered 
animals was too small. But it has been 
found that it is possible to obtain an 
increased formation of these protec- 
tive substances in the recovered ana 
immune animals by injecting into them 
at different intervals very large doses, 
up to 100 c. c. of very highly virulent 
lymph. The sudden flooding of the 
animal system with this large amount 
of virus stimulates the tissues of the 
animal, which already were accus- 
tomed to produce antibodies, into 
greater production of these bodies so 
that in the blood of such an animal a 
large quantity of them accumulates. 
In a relatively small amount of the 
blood serum from _ such an animal 
enough of these bodies are present to 
protect the exposed animals against 
infection. The animals which are in- 
jected with such serum become im- 
mune. This is called passive immuni- 
ty, because antibodies produced by an- 
other animal are injected into the ani- 
mal, while in active immunity the ani- 
mal builds its own protective bodies in 
reacting against the agent of the di- 
sease. In order to prepare such se- 
rum the Prussian Minister of Agricul- 
ture established an institution on the 
island of Riems. Here the recovered 
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animals, the yellow oxen from Bara- 
via being the best for that purpose, 
are injected with increasing doses 
of the lymph. The lymph is ob- 
tained from the vesicles that develop 
on the snout and on the hoofs of a 
special race of swine after an artificial 
inoculation. About eight or ten days 
after the lymph has been injected in- 
to the oxen, some of their blood is 
withdrawn and the serum from this 
blood is tested as to the amount of 
the protective bodies. For this test 
young animals are used which weigh 
from 500 to 600 pounds. Through re- 
peated experiments it has been found 
that when 100 c. c. of this serum is 
injected into such a young animal 
and twenty-four hours later 1-10 c. c. of 
fresh and virulent lymph is injected 
into its blood and the animal does not 
get the disease, such serum is then 
suitable for protective and curative 
uses, A very small dose of the se- 
rum, 20 to 20 c. c., will protect cattle 
against natural infection, which, as al- 
ready explained, is ordinarily pro- 
duced by very small amounts of in- 
fective material. But such small doses 
of the serum are not able to pro- 
tect the animal against heavy infec- 
tion, such as the animal may be ex- 
posed to when standing close to a 
sick animal. In these cases, however, 
the animal may be protected if a 
large dose of the protecting serum, 
about 100 to 200 c. c. and in very large 
animals, even more, is injected. More- 
over, the typical eruptions of the di- 
sease can be prevented by such large 
doses of the serum in animals which 
have been infected and as yet are not 
visibly sick and in whose bodies the 
infectious agent is still multiplying.

and-mouth disease. We 
believe rather that instead of forget- 
ting it, we should cease worrying 
about it. One of the chief causes of 
worry concerning the disease is its un- 
certainty. Even the men in authority 
themselves have been more or less un- 
certain, and the result has been, to 
’ gay the least, disastrous. During the 
past eleven months much has been 
said and written concerning the di- 
sease—a part for the purpose of white- 
washing the men responsible for the 
spread of the trouble, and a part real- 
ly designed to inform the public of 
facts they should know. In all this 
mass of conflicting testimony it has 
been extremely difficult to separate 
the truth from the other kind of state- 
ments and the result has been con- 
fusion, and a general lack of accurate 
‘knowledge concerning the fundamen- 
tals of the disease. In view of these 
facts we are especially pleased at be- 
ing able to present in this issue of 
the World a lecture by Professor Loe- 
ffler of Greiswald, Germany, recog- 
nized as one of the greatest and 
best informed authorities on the 
continent. This lecture was delivered 
less than two years ago and embodies 
the latest conclusions of German Im- 
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perial and Prussian work on the di- 
sease. The Quarterly Bulletin of the 
Chicago Veterinary College (of which 
Joseph Hughes, in charge of the Dairy 
Show cattle, is President) makes the 
following comment on the lecture in 
question, which they publish in full: 

“We urge those who wish to 
clear their minds, and to get away 
from false doctrines regarding 
the infection, to read every word 
of it carefully. If they do, they 
will be surprised to find how 
much false teaching there is 
abroad on this continent, on the 
disease; and if they are candid, 
they will admit the high proba- 
bility of error. We have never 
had such a wide devastation by 
this European scourge before, and 
it is high time that we discard er- 
ror about it and change to the 
truth. 

“Loeffler makes definite, cate- 
gorical statements on the truths 
that have been learned on the 
Huropean continent, where, if 
anywhere, this disease ought to 
be known. We find him telling 
us that, when animals have passed 
through the disease in its regular 
infective course, they are immune 
to another attack. We find him 
saying that the only source of in- 
fection is from the discharge 
from the vesicular eruptions, the 
saliva and the milk; that the urine 
and feces of the affected animals 
are not infective; that when a 
herd has passed through the di- 
sease, and disinfection has been 
complete in the quarters occupied 
by the animals, immunized by nat- 
ural infection, other cloven-footed 
animals may mingle with them 
with impunity. Loeffler also re- 
lates the experiences in Germany 
and Holland with the plan of kill- 
ing infected herds and disinfect- 
ing the premises, and he tells 
why the plan had to be given up 
in Germany and the Netherlands. 

To those who have studied Ger- 
man authorities piece-meal; or 
who have accepted the nubbins of 
foreien quotation that have some- 
times been dished uv to us as the 
full European continental teach- 
ing on the disease: or rather as 
enunciations of the most recent 
exneriences of Furoneans on the 
continent with the disease. Loef- 
fler’s lecture will be a revelation, 
for in it he is not so much giving 
his oninion as that of the Imperial 
German Health Office and the 
Snecial Prussian Commission for 
the Investigation of Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease. The Germans 
have given up killing cattle for 
foot-and-mouth disease and have 
taken to the manufacture of a se- 
rum for prevention of the di- 
sease, The latter, though potent, 
is costly, and Professor Loeffler 
frankly points out its defects. 
Loeffler has been misquoted and 
nattially quoted where certain of 
his statements coincided with the 
ideas nf American publicists. In 
this lecture we have spread out 
the whole truth, and it makes de- 
lectable reading for some: whilst 
we doubt not, others may find it 
will not suit their palates, not be- 
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cause it is not good for th 
because of the truth it content 
Professor Loeffler is very Profuse 


in his illustrations, backing up every 
assertion he makes. On account of a 
lack of space, in a few instances we 
have omitted a part of these illus- 
trations. Except for these few Omis- 
sions, which in no way affect the main 
text, we are presenting in this igsye 
the lecture in its original form. We 
commend it to the careful study of 
World readers. 





The first big sales of the 
fall sale season have now 
passed into the realm of 
history. The New York 
State Breeders Sale and the Madison- 
Chenango Sale were both eminently 
satisfactory to practically everyone 
concerned. In the former a large pro- 
portion of young animals helped keep 
the average below normal, while in 
both sales it was again demonstrated 
that the public sale ring is not an 
advantageous place to market bull 
calves of ordinary quality. No western 
buyers were present at either sale 
(except one Michigan firm at Syra- 
cuse). 

These sales proved then that the 
demand for’ good Holsteins in the 
East is still strong—in spite of the 
great number of sales scheduled for 
the next few months, which might be 
construed to mean that everybody 
wants to sell. One hundred one buy- 
ers handled the upwards of three 
hundred head consigned to these 
two sales. When conditions in the 
Middle West become sufficiently set- 
tled to restore the confidence of the 
western buyer, then, we believe, prices 
will return to the normal of the past 
few years. 

The restocking of devastated Eu- 
rope after the war, is bound to make 
a demand for Holsteins hitherto un- 
equalled. It appears, therefore, that 
now, when the market is at its lowest, 
is the psychological moment to get 
in shape to supply that demand.
